these copper power highways, helped along by tugging wind, can 
break the strongest cable. 

Ever on the alert for the trouble call, however, are the emer- 
gency squads placed at important points along the line. If the storm 
increases the entire organization becomes an cmergency squad, 
working constantly until service is restored. 

So interconnected are the eleciric systems that large sections 
of a company’s lines may be laid low by the fury of a storm without 
the consumers knowing it. A short break in service, another tower- 
line from another direction switched in at the central -station, and| 
the communitys activities go undisturbed. Out in the night ; 
group of men, fighting the storm, perhaps working with half-numbed 
fingers, are rapidly reconstructing the object of the storm’s wrath.

AGE BRINGS POPULARITY 

Though gas is now little used for lighting, electricity having 
taken its place almost everywhere, the use of gas for fuel is growing 
ehormously. In 1905 gas manufactured in the United States total- 
ed 112,440,000,000 cubic feet; in 1923 it totaled 370,000,000,000. 
Especially in cities, where the saving in fuel-storage rents, con- 
venience, cheapness of piped delivery and range efficiency makes it 
close to the ideal fuel, gas grows almost daily in popularity; and 
gas stocks retain their old-time stability and demand. 

The efficiency of a well-managed gas flame as compared with 
the ordinary range fire explains the rapid shift from coal or wood 
fires in the home. 


NO “GOOD FIRES” 

Fire protection is everybody's personal problem; not only the 
obligation to go and help in an actual conflagration, but also to help 
in preventing fires. 

The United States pays approximately $500,000,000 every year 
for fires; 75 per cent of which are needless. Almost $5.00 per capita 
goes up in smoke every year—the price of six months fuel or a 
month’s rent for the average family of five. There are no “good 
fires;"’ every one is a devouring monster. Every item or property 
burned is that much human labor and saving destroyed and the na- 
tion is that much poorer. 

If America could reduce her fire losses 50 per cent, much pro- 
perty not now covered by insurance would secure fire insurance pro- 
tection. The public would benefit by reduced rates and insurance 
companies would benefit by doing a larger net business because of 
fewer fire losses to pay. !

‘ England’s Art Exports 


By F. Ci DAVIES 
e (By Universal Service) 

LONDON, Dec. 26.—Most pecple 
will be surprised to learn that the 
British Customs Authorities estimate 
the value of ‘works cf are exported 
to the United States from Great 
Britain last year at as *much as 
twenty-nine million dollars (about 
siz million pounds at the present 
rate of exchange). This exceeds by 
some eight million dollars the value 
of those exported per annum on a 
average during the past ten years. 

Whatever the explanation of these 
remarkalvle figures it is certain that 
the taste for fine things—whether 
furniture, paintings, or other art ob- 
jects—is reaching, extraordinary di- 
mensions’ across the Atlantic, and, as 
far aS one can see, the demand is 
likely to increase rather than dim- 
inish.

| his body, and then struck Hodge's 
friend in the arm, so badly smashing:

Spanish-Moroccan war. It reminds
